ing a1 total of 161 visits during the 
period.

were taken to doctors for treatment, 
and that 'she delivered two -'health 
lectures iand gave hygiene lectures-to 
Carthage high, school girls.

The three resignations came as

- Chief Williamson, who headed the 
delegation, stated that his salary 


:nor the salaries of the firemen would 
justify the investment in uniforms, 
and that they could not work on the 
department with expensive clothes 
which would be threatened, with 
damage at any time during-a fire. 


The chief of • the 
department 


draws a salary of $93.32 a month, 
and the two firement who have re- 
signed draw $85 a month. 
Two 


other members draw $90 a month,, 
and- all firemen are subject to in- 
crease every six months, from the 
point of service. 


John Willis and Leslie Downey, 


two of the older members of the de- 
partment, recently purchased uni- 
forms, and Will Moffit has worn a 
uniform for several years. The ap- 
pearance of thes three firemen was 
regarded as most satisfactory by the 
council, and they made the order 
compulsory that all firemen should 
be uniformed. 


As a' result of the^ order, the .suit 


problem was the chief bone of. con- 
tention, and .worked itself into the 
shape where the. three members de- 
cided'to. quit and permit "the conri- 
cilmen to place men in the station 
who would comply with their order.

negligence in obeying the 
health, 


laws, it was pointed out. 


One, instance of whooping cough, 


was called to .Dr.. Lee's attention 
this" -week of a >c'hild of school age 
attending a picture -show, and at the 
same time having whooping cough. 
The picture was an attraction that 
appealed to children, and the theatre 
was well filled with youngsters. The 
person who had charge of the school 
child, told someone -that there was 
no one at home to leave him with, so 
s'he> just brought -him along. 


."People of this1 kind have no re- 


gard for the right of others," said 
Dr. Lee, "just so they 'themselves 
can'gad about—one cannot secure 
prosecution 'because those whose tes- 
•timony would serve to convict, back 
down when asked to prove it. How- 
ever we know conditions were 
as 


stated." 
> 


.•Continuing Dr. Lee stated, "It is 


time some of our people realize oth- 
ers have rights that must 'be respect- 
ed. If one child has it mild, that is 
no reason that it should be allowed to 
endanger others. Whooping cough is 
often mild, 'but it is serious and often 
leaves a bad after effect that takes 
years to overcome 'and in ia young 
bjaiby nnder 3 or 4 years, it is one of 
bur most fatal diseases. 


"Many people think children have 


to have these diseases. They do not 
have to and it is only because 
oif 


careless, thoughtless and 'selfish peo- 
•ple who win not 'keep their children 
at tome when they have the diseases 
in forms too mild to call in a doc- 
tor, that spreads them, 'and causes 
some child to lose' its life ais a1 re- 
sult."
